| A call for Chicagoans to rally for 
the million and a half dollar campaign . 
for Jewish relief overseas is contained 
in a form letter sent out yesterday and 
signed by Julius Rosenwald, James B. 
Forgan, Mrs. George A. McKinlock, 
and Col. Abel Davis. 

Setting forth that a massmeeting 
will be ‘held next Sunday evening at 
Medinah temple, the letter reads: 

“It is a matter of life or death for 
millions who are today starving in the 
regions devastated during the war. For 
almost a year pitiful faces have. been 
turned toward America, wistfully wait-. 
ing for food. The signing of the armis- 
tice silenced the guns,’ but has not 
quelled the pangs of starvation. 

“More than 6,000,000 Jews are suf- 
fering today as a people never suffered 
before. In Poland alone there are 800.- 
000 children who will die this winter 
- if their condition is not relieved. They 
are hungry and homeless, sleeping in 
the streets, shivering with the cold. 

“Up to this time the Jews of Amer- 
ica have among themselves. collected 
$25,000,000, all of which has been wise- 
ly and carefully distributed abroad, as 
evidenced by the inclosed letter from 
Mr. Herbert Hoover. Thirty-five mil- 
lion dollars are now needed to carry 
on the necessary relief work. The or- 
ganization of committees ‘and the s0- 
locitation of funds have been placed on 
& nonsectarian basis, though a great 
majority of the people assisted are 
Jews. 

“ The object of the massmeeting is to 
open the drive to collect $1,500,000, Chi- 
cago’s quota of the national fund.”
